4. AD GOING AHEAD WITH MORALES BELLO NOMINATION 


AD CONFIRMED ITS INTENTION TO NOMINATE SENATOR DAVID 
MORALES BELLO FOR THE POSITION OF PRESIDENT OF THE 
CONGRESS (AND THEREFORE, FIRST IN LINE OF SUCCESSION TO 
THE PRESIDENCY OF VENEZUELA). LEADERS OF TWO OPPOSITION 
PARTIES, COPEI AND MAS, HAD EXPRESSED THEIR OPPOSITION 
TO THIS NOMINATION BECAUSE OF MORALES' REPUTATION FOR

RESULTS OF POLLS ALLEGEDLY CONDUCTED FOR THE GOV AFTER 
THE ATTEMPTED COUP D'ETAT. RATING THE POPULARITY OF 
INDIVIDUALS, THE FIRST SHOWED ARRESTED COUP LEADER HUGO 
CHAVEZ FRIAS LEADING EX-PRESIDENT RAFAEL CALDERA BY 20 
POINTS. A POLL CONDUCTED A FEW DAYS LATER HAD CHAVEZ 
BEHIND CALDERA. (EL DIARIO DID NOT PROVIDE FURTHER 

_ INFORMATION, NOR DID IT SAY EXACTLY WHEN THE POLLS WERE 
CONDUCTED.) THE PAPER THEN CLAIMED THAT THE RESULTS OF 
THE LATEST POLL (NO DATE GIVEN) SHOW CALDERA WITH A 72 
PERCENT RATE OF ACCEPTANCE, FOLLOWED BY CAP WITH 8 
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PERCENT, AND EDUARDO FERNANDEZ WITH 6 PERCENT. WHEN 
ASKED ABOUT HIS LOW APPROVAL RATING, CAP CLAIMED THE 
POLL WAS "TOTALLY FALSE...THERE HAS NOT BEEN TIME FOR 
ANY COMPANY TO DO A NATIONAL POLL." TO WHICH A 
NEWSPAPER RESPONDED: THE LAST-MENTIONED POLL WAS DONE 
BY PENN AND SCHOEN IN CARACAS AND SURVEYED 560 PEOPLE. 
WE HAVE HEARD SEPARATELY FROM AN AD LEADER THAT THERE 
WAS SUCH A POLL, THAT CAP WAS FURIOUS WHEN ONE OF THE 
ONLY TWO COPIES MADE OF IT LEAKED TO THE PRESS, AND THAT 
THE GOV PERSUADED AT LEAST ONE NEWSPAPER NOT TO PRINT 
THE FULL TEXT OF IT. 
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
